Paul-Bonecour told Socialist lead- 
ers today that he considered any 
futire French Cabinet must be 
bound by the vote of the Chamber 
of Deputies Dec. 14 to defer pay- 
ment of war debts pending an in- 
ternational conference. 

Favors Negotiations. 


He added, however, that he con- 
sidered it necessary to pursue debt 
negotiations with the United States. 

It was the Dec. 14 vote of the 
Chamber which resulted in the 
overthrow of the Ministry of 
Edouard Herriot, who pleaded that 
the Dec. 15 installment of the debt 
interest owed by France to the 
United States be paid with reser- 
vations as to future payments. 

A high official was asked what, 
from the French view, was neces- 
sary to extract the, debt problem 
from its present deadlock, he re- 
plied that, if the United States, in 
some form or other, could clearly 
give to the French nation a prom- 
ise that debts would be revised he 
believed the French Chamber might 
alter its decision to postpone pay- 
ment

GERMAN WHO BETRAYED FIRST 
GAS ATTACK GETS 10 YEARS 


War Missing Until Two 
a Years Ago. 

LEIPZIG, Germany, Dec. 17.—For 
betraying the first German gas at- 
tack to the enemy in the World 
War, August Jaeger, 41 years old, 
a chauffeur, was sentenced in .the 
Supreme Court today to serve 10 
years in the penitentiary and be de- 
prived of civic honors. 

Jaeger was convicted of desert- 
ing to the French on April 15, 1916, 
and betraying an impending Ger- 
man gas attack on the Lange- 
marck-Poelcapelle front in Fland- 
ers. He was supposed among’ the 
missing until his act was disclosed 
in French historic documents pub- 
lished in December, 1930.

‘A HAPPY LANDING,’ 
ONE MESSAGE SAYS 


This Is Addressed to Police 
Inspector — Another As- 
serts This Is What You 
Told Me to Do.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Mrs. 


Reeves Brace, socially prominent 
and a stepdaughter of Rear Ad- 
miral A. L. Parsons, chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks of the 
Navy, was found hanged by a silk 
stocking in a hotel room last night. 
Near the body was a sealed note 
with the inscription, “This will ex- 
plain everything.” Authorities took 
charge of the note and refused to 
divulge its contents. 

On a bureau was a photograph of 
the young woman. Across it was a 
salutation in white ink, saying: “To 
Inspector Albert Moore, New York. 
States Police, "Woodstock, New 
York: Dear Al—This is a happy 
landing. Reeves.” Stuck in the 
frame was a winged insignia of the 
Air Corps 

-A note, found beneath the photo- 
graph, said, This may be for the 
best,” and This is what you told 
me to do.” 

When Mrs. Brace registered at 
the hotel she said she was tired 
from a long trip and did not wish 
to be disturbed. She 3 
answer several telephone calls f 
Washington, but wrote and mailed 
several letters. Last night her 
mother telephoned from Washing- 
ton, inquiring about her daughter. 
Attendants went to the room and 
found the body. 

A noose fashioned from the stock- 
ing was knotted around her neck. 
The other end was knotted over the 
top of a closet door. An overturned 
chair indicated, police said, that 
she had stood on it while adjusting 
the noose and then kicked it away. 

She formerly lived in Washing- 
ton, but Admiral Parsons said she 
had lived here and in Woodstock 
much of the time since her mar- 
riage. She was.30 years old. Ad- 
miral Parsons came here today 
from the capital to take charge of 
the body. 

Mrs. Brace’s husband was Ernest 
Brace, brother of a member of the 
firm of MHarcourt, Brace & Co., 
publishers. He was not connected 
with the firm, but he was the au- 
thor of several books published by 
that house. | 

Both Brace and his wife left 
Woodstock some time ago and 
there was a report that they had 
separated, 

Mrs. Brace devoted herself chief- 
ly to art, but also did some writing. 
She recently completed a children's 
book, which she illustrated herself. 
The book, not yet published, is in 
the hands of Brewer, Warren & 
Putnam, Inc., which has withdrawn 
from the publishing’ field:. Dispo- 
sition of the manuscript has not 
been made, but the work will be 
published by another firm.

Turned Machine Gun on 
‘Patrolman. Answering

.MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. Dec. 17. 
A second death today followed the 
machine gun robbery of the Third 
Northwestern National Bank by 
five men who took $20,000 and fled 
after killing one policeman and 
seriously wounding another.. 
Oscar Erickson, 29 years old, the 


second victim, died this morning of 
wounds inflicted by the robbers 
when they shot him as they 
stopped in Como Park, St. Paul, 
to change automobiles. 

Erickson, who had been selling 
Christmas wreaths was shot as he 
and a companion slowed their car 
near the robbers’ automobile as 
they drove through the park. 

Four pecan taken into custody, 
were rele after questioning 
failed to co alt them with the 
holdup. Patrolman Ira L. Evans 
was killed and his companion, Pa- 
trolman Leo Gorsky wounded when 
they arrived at the bank in re- 
sponse to a burglar alarm. 

Detective-Capt. Frank Forestal 
expressed the opinion the raiders 
were members of a Kansas City 
gang which police assert robbed 
another bank of the Northwestern 
group here in March. 

Six customers and 10 employes 
were in the bank, in a small neigh- 
bor community two miles from 
the St. Paul city l'mits. When the 
robbers entered, an employe pressed 
a’ burglar alarm button connected 
with police headquarters. Custom- 
ers and workers were lined up. 

Police broadcast an alarm. Pa- 
trolman Evans and Gorsky, cruis- 
ing nearby in a police car, hurried 
to the bank. They arrived just as 
three robbers rushed out, their 
arms filied with loot. 8 

A fourth robber, armed with a 
machine gun, followed and opened 
fire as the police car drew up to 
the curb. Evans fell with more 
than 20 wounds. He died before 
reaching a hospital. Gorsky re- 
ceived at least five wounds. Phy- 
sicians said he had only a slight 
chance of recovery.

Charles Menges, 25 years old, of 
Indianapolis, Ind., confessed partici- 
pation in a $3418 downtown payroll 
robbery yesterday which was fol- 


‘lowed by a pistol fight in which a 


policeman ,and a robber suspect 
were killed. 

Menges, the Sheriff's office an- 
nounced, confessed in the belief he 
was about to die from wounds suf- 
fered in the fight and told officers 
where the stolen money. was hid- 
den, 

Menges, who at first ‘identified 
himself as Charles Murphy of Bed- 
ford, Ky., was shot by County Pa- 
trolman Charles Coddington. A 
companion, identified as Roy Al- 
lard, 25, of Chicago, was slain aft- 
er killing Patrolman Daniel Sou- 
ders. The officers came upon 
Menges, Allard and two others at 
the edge of the city an hour after 
four men had taken possession of 
the Textile building lobby and 
stolen a payroll. Coddington said 
that as the officers were about to 
search the men as suspects in the 
robbery, they opened fire. :

“FUGITIVE FROM CHAIN GANG”? 
ALSO WANTED FOR FORGERY 


New York Has Charge Against 
Man Held in New Jersey for 
Georgia Authorities. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Police dis- 
closed today that Robert Elliott 
Burns, held in New Jersey as a fu- 
gitive from justice from a Georgia 
chain gang, is wanted here on a 
charge of forgery dating back to 
1922. 

Should efforts of the Georgia au- 
thorities to extradite him prove un- 
successful, New York poiice p.an 
to attempt to have him returned to 
New York. 

Inspector Joseph Donovan, in 
charge of the Criminal Identifica- 
tion Bureau of the Police Depart- 
ment, said police records show 
Burns was arrested here Jan. 10, 
1922, charged with forging a $300 
check on Pierson’s Magazine, 96 
Fifth avehue. He was released in 
31500 bail, and when the case was 
called before the then Judge Thom- 
as C. T. Crain in General Sessions 
Court Jan. 24, 1922, he failed to ap- 
pear and the bail was declared for- 
feited. 

Inspector Donovan said the rec- 
ord in that case showed the de- 
fendant was arrested under the 
name of “Elliott Burns,” and the 
records show two aliases, “Louis 
Wilson” and “Robert Elliott Burns.” 


DEPRECIATION OF POUND BRINGS 
INDIA’S GOLD OUT OF HIDING 


11,386,700 Fine Ounces Comes Out 

Following Big Imports From 

ö 1870 to 1930. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.--Gold 
which has disappeared into India 
for years emerged from its hiding 
places to the amount of 11,386,700 
fine ounces between January, 1931, 
and September, 1932. 

The Department of Commerce 
says that between 1870 and 1930, 
India, long known as the “sink of 
the precious. metal,” had imported 
gold worth $2,800,000,000.

ARE ORDERED CLOSED 


State Commission Directs That 
They Suspend Production 
Till Jan. 1. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 17.—The 
Texas Railroad Commission today 
ordered all wells in the East Texas 
oil pool to cease production at noon 
and to remain closed until 7 a. m. 
on Jan. 1. a 

Gov. Sterling used martial law 


to force the closing of the big pool 
Aug. 17, 1931, when production got 
out of hand and prices fell as low 
as 10 cents a barrel. The wells 
were kept closed until Sept. 5 of 
that year. In a decision last week 
the United States Supreme Court 
held that Gov. Sterling had misused 
his discretionary powers in the ac- 
tion he took. 

The commission has announced 
a hearing for Texas operators Dec. 
28, to discuss proration problems. 

The shut down, affecting more 
than 9000 oil wells, was described 
by the commission as necessary to 
obtain “exact bottom hole press- 
ures” and other scientific data 
upon which to base orders for the 
prevention of waste. It came on 
the heels of price cuts by purchas- 
ers of crude oil in the Mid-conti- 
nent area. 

Members of the commission said 
that they planned to prosecute op- 
erators who refused to abide by 
the close down order. The statute 
provides a penalty of $1000 each 
day a commission order is violated 
and directs the manner in which

No Formal Notice Sent—

Pending Developments

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The 
United States has informed France, 
and given a similar. intimation to 
other debtor nations, that the ad- 
ministration is willing to cantinu 
debt discussions but is opposed t 
any general conference and can 
make no offer of revision. 

This is a brief outline of the ad- 
ministration’s stand given today by 
an authoritative source while Pres- 
ident Hoover and his aids continued 
to watch the efforts of France to 
form a government, and to ewait 
other developments abroad.

No Formal Notes. 

It was made clear that the in- 
timations given to debtor nations 
had not been transmitted in the 


form of any new formal notes, but 


had been passed on in previously 
exchanged notes and informal con- 
versations with diplomatic repre 
sentatives. | 

Mr. Hooyer. feels, itis stated, that 
in the face of the defadits on Dec, 
15 debt payments, the attitude of 
Congress against the creation of a 
commission to review international 
financial obligations may possibly 
be relaxed. 

No new decision has been made 
by him, however, as to when his 
special message to Congress will be 
dispatched. Indication was given 
that he would withhold it until de- 
velopments abroad justified him in 
sending it. 

The President feels, it is said, 
that it would be useless to make no 
attémpts whatever to obtain part 
of the defaulted payments. Never-

It increases the 
existing occupational or license tax 
on brewers from $100 to $1000. It 
prohibits the issuance of licenses to 
brewers in dry states. 

The bill requires wholesalers to 
pay an annual $50 license fee and 
retailers an annual $20 license fee. 
It permits distribution of beer in 
bottles, casks, barrels, kegs or oth- 
er containers sealed and iabeled, 
and allows sale in any licensed 
place where such sale is not in con- 
flict with State or local laws. There 
are penalties for violations. 

$300,000,000 Revenue Estimated. 

In reporting the beer bill, the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee estimated it would give the 
Treasury $300,000,000 annually, in- 
crease employment and help indus- 
try and agriculture. The revenue 
prediction was based on an esti- 
mated annual consumption of 60, 
000,000 barrels, taxed at $5 each.

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—A Cabinet 
meeting agreed today on the main 
provisions of a new act for the pro- 
tection of the republic, its emblems 
and the person of the Reich’s Presi- 
dent. The old law expires Dec. 31. 

Several drastic penalties of ear- 
lier emergency decrees, specifically 
affecting terrorism and the liberty 
of the press, aré rescinded, but 
Chancellor Kurt von Schleicher left 
no doubt he would deal sharply 
with any political excesses. 

Certain papers hinted that the 
disappearance of the old law in- 
volved the removal of the last bar- 
rier to the former Kaiser's return 
to Germany.

Then, for 
five years the islands could levy 
export taxes on all products to 
America in gradually increasing 
form each year, The proceeds from 
these taxes would go toward liqui- 
dating the islands’ bonded indebt- 
edness, 

The measure originally provided 
for a plebiscite at the end of 12 
years to determine whether the 
islands themselves wanted freedom 
after experiencing the economic 
consequences of self-government. 

This was stricken out today and 
an amendment approved declaring 
that when the island approved a 
Constitution at a special. election 
this would be deemed as an expres- 
sion for freedom. 

Proponents of a plebiscite at the 
end of the trial period warned this 
would be disastrous to the Filipinos 
and predicted President Hoover 
would never approve such a bill. 

The vote on the plebiscite came 
after heated debate with opponents | 
of the amendment, offéred by Sen- 
ator Byrnes’ (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, saying it was “indefensible.” 
The amendment had the support of 
most of the Democrats, led by Sen- 
ator Robinson of Arkansas.

Improvements include 
a 14-room house and barns. At the 
time of the purchase in April, 
1928, it was stated that Hornsby 
gave a $40,000 mortgage. The prop- 
|erty was part of the estate of Bar-

Mrs. Hornsby described the loss 
of the property as just another 
hard knock” in discussing the im- 
pending sale with a reporter in the 
absence of her husband. “We have 
had several hard knocks lately, 
and we can stand another, I guess,” 
she said. “This place is too large 
for us, and has cost too much to 
keep up. We certainly have sunk 
a lot of money in it.” 

Hornsby, who led the St. Louis 
Cardinals to a National League 
pennant and world championship 
in 1926, was deposed as manager of 
the Chicago Cubs in mid-season 
this year.

An Economy Suggestion.

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ing, and the principal pyrotechnics were furnished by 
Ethan A. H. Shepley, head of the larger subscriptions 
division. Mr. Shepley charged that the wealthy 
people of the community are dodging their responsi- 
bility, and that for the last three years the poor have 
been taking care of the poor. 

Mr. Shepley’s division,-charged with the duty of 
obtaining large gifts, was given 2100 names, with a 


quota of $1,800,000. By Thursday evening? pledges 


had been received from only 1100, and at a rate to 
yield but $1,300,000, or $500,000 less than the quota. 
In contrast to this poor showing, Bradford Shinkle, 
head of the division collecting from employes, pre- 
dicted that final returns would show the division ex- 
ceeding its quota of $950,000. Since many, if not 
most, employes have suffered wage and salary re- 
ductions, and have made contributions to needy rela- 
tives and friends, yet still are meeting the demands 


upon them, the comparison is a vivid one. 


The Executive Committee decided to prolong the 

drive indefinitely, until the goal of $3,860,000 is 
reached, and Mr. Shepley served warning upon the 
wealth of the community that it would be expected 
to make up the “difference between what we need 
and what the other groups are going to be able to 
get.” He estimated that difference at $2,600,000 and 
announced that figuré as the new quota for his di- 
vision. This would mean that wealth would be called 
upon for double the contribution it has already made. 
Other speakers stressed the significance of the fail- 
ure of the relief drive. Harry B. Wallace talked of 
“trouble smoldering beneath the surface” and Chair- 
man Watts said he could imagine a day when he 
would stand on a soap box, haranguing hunger march- 
ers, and directing them to “about 250 places where 
you can do a darn good job.” He was referring to 
250 persons who had failed, despite expectations, to 
make substantial contributions to the drive. 
It is plain that some of our leading men are awake 
to the perils that follow when a greedy few hoard 
their possessions while a large part of the population 
is on the verge of starvation. 
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MAIN STREET, KANSAS CITY. 
A heated controversy has been going on in Kansas 
City over the name of its chief thoroughfare—Main 
street. It is a “hick toWn” name, the critics charged, 
and should be changed to one more fitting to the 
city’s metropolitan grandeur. It was good enough 
for the pioneers, said the defenders, and changing 
it now would be merely a ridiculous high-hat“ 
gesture. The argument involved the highest city of- 
ficials and the Council, but the decision now is made, 
and Main street it remains. , 
It took 12 years after Sinclair Lewis had sought 
to make Main street the badge of provincialism to 
get Kansas City embroiled in the matter. And the 
victory of the status quo party there vindicated a 
grand old, plain old name, whose humble adjective 
expresses the idea of activity’s center, whether of 
buggies and hay wagons or autos and street cars, 
better than could the most grandiloquent proper noun. 
All our cities are filled with expatriates from rural 
Main streets, and the old tradition will not dewn. 


Change the name of Main street? It would be as in- 


telligent as to try to add elegance to cornmeal mush 
by translating its name into French. 
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EDNA FERBER AND MEXICO. 

Edna Ferber has been excluded from Mexico be 
cause she described the land of the Montezumas as 
“a dirty country, full of fleas and dogs.” 

Mexico is not a dirty country, full of fleas and dogs. 
It has dirt, dogs and fleas. We are of the opinion 
that it has less of all these than Naples, and have we 
not been advised to “see Naples and die“? 

Mexico takes too seriously the ill humors of visit- 
ing writers. They are a crotchety lot at best. They 
are a trial to all countries. Had France excluded 
from her shores all the Americans who have spoken 
disparagingly of Paris, she would have made hersélf 
the-laughing stock of the world. Had the United 
States turned back all those who came over frem 
Europe to scratch her up, what a smug lot we had 
made ourselves! 

Mexico would, in our opinion, be much wiser if 
she disregarded all such offenses as that with which 
Miss Ferber is charged. Miss Ferber, we believe, 
originally came from Milwaukee. We admire Mil- 
waukee in a good many ways, but we never speak of 
it in the same breath with the City of Mexico. No 
one ever will. If the City of Mexico has a few fleas, 
and some dogs, if there is an occasional unkempt al- 
ley, let Milwaukee or any other city that is without 
these imperfections cast the first stone. 

As a matter of fact, Mexico City is perhaps the 
loveliest and most picturesque of all citieg. It is one 
of the best kept. And what other city sits in the

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MR. WOLF’S HOUSING SURVEY. 

J. A. Wolf’s brilliant conception of a slumless St. 
Louis advances toward realization with completion 
of a survey showing costs and details of transform- 
ing one city block into a center of model homes for 
wage earners. The project provides for construction 
of three-story apartments, of two, three and four- 
room units, with ample provision for yard and play 
space, at an estimated cost of $550,295. The actual 


block selected for the experiment has not been made 


public, but it is within walking distance of down- 
town and is in a slum district whose inhabitants live 
in old buildings deficient in sanitation, cleanliness, 
light and modern comforts. - EPs 

The idea captures the imagination. It carries with 
it the promise of happiness for thousands of human 
beings now living in squalor,.of improvement in 
health and in morale. Civic pride is a factor, too, as 
well as the more material one of raising property val- 
ues. Of the obstacles to its success, it might be said 
that in @ time of normal prosperity they would be 
brushed aside; eyen in a time of depression they do 
not seem insurmountable. We mention two of the 
obstacles. J 


First, it the slums are to be cleared in this way, 


the rentals for the modern homes must be approxi- 
mately as low aa the rentals for the slum buildings. 
If that result is not achieved, the building of model 
homes will merely result in the creation of new slum 
districts, because thosé for whom they are intended 
will not be able to afford to live in them. Mr. Wolf's 
survey indicates maximum rentals of $23 for the two 
room units, $29.50. for the three-room units and $39 
for the four-room units, though these figures may be 
subject to some downward revision. Even with that 
revision, they would be considerably above the usual 
scale in the district affected. However, since the rent- 
als include heating, gas, water, janitor service and 
possibly electricity, it may be that they are not im- 
practicably high. 

Second, how can the project be financed? The sur- 
vey’s plan is to obtain a loan of $375,000 from the 
R. F. C., secured by a first mortgage, and to sell bonds. 
for the remainder of the cost, secured by a second 
deed of trust, the bonds to pay 5 per cent interest. 
In ordinary times, bonds for the whole project could 
easily be disposed of. In the present condition of 
the market, particularly the réal estate bond market, 
the fate of such an issue is doubtful. One thing is 
sure, however, and that is bonds of a model housing 
project would be a far better investment than the 
bonds of many expensive apartments and hotels that 
have been sold in the last few years. It is unfortu- 
nate that the market was milked by such projects, 
many of which could not be justified by the housing 
needs of the community. 

Mr. Wolf has done an excellent job of calling the 
city’s attention to the néed for giving the submerged 
half decent living quarters. We believe, in the end, 
he will show that the thing can be done profitably. 
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AN OBVIOUS SHAM. 

In knocking out Judge Mulloy’s incrediblé injunc- 
tion, preventing public officials from interfering with 
operation of the Wellston Kennel Club, the Supreme 
Court of Missouri made clear its views on horse and 
dog race betting. It denounced as an obvious sham 
the so-called “public subscription plan,” employed at 
the Wellston track, as are all such devices, including 
that used at the Riverside track in Platte County. 

Incidentally, that track is now left with no vestige 
of excuse for operation. Its operators had been claim- 
ing the right to operate by virtue of the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Plotell case in 1927, where, 
momentarily caught off guard, it held the “contri-. 
bution plan,” similar to the “public subscription 
plan,” not in violation of the State’s anti-gambling 
laws. The court later granted a rehearing, which 
automatically nullified the opinion, but Plotell died 
and the case was never finally considered. 

If we are to have racing in Missouri, let us have 
it honestly and opénly, with propér regulation and 
taxation. 
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MORE CHAIN STORE TAXES. 

Chain stores, seeking to stave off various state and 
local tax proposals, long have maintained that public 
Opinion was on their side. They continued this claim 
even after the United States Supreme Court last year 
held the Indiana tax valid. A telling blow now has 
been administered to this argument, for the people of 
one city, given a chancé to vote on the issue, have 
approved the tax, although by a close margin. Chain 
store operators, trying to defeat a tax voted by the 
Portland (Ore.) City Council, obtained the necessary 
25,000 signatures to a referendum petition. The re- 
sultant vote was 53,871 for the tax and 51,782 against. 
Under the natural assumption that the people of Port- 
land are very like those elsewhere, it is apparent that 
popular sentiment favors such a tax, both to raise rev- 
enue and to help overcome the economic advantages 
chain storés hold over independents. 

As a result of present conditions, many tax pro- 
posals of this kind will appear before state Léegisla- 
tures and local bodies in the next few months. While 
the Indiana case was pending there was an interlude 
in chain tax legislation, but the highest court’s ap- 
proval has stimulated the movement. In 22 cities, 
including St. Louis, where it is tied up in court, chain. 
store taxes have been enacted. In only one, Red 
Bank, N. J., have the chains succeeded in getting 
repeal. Most of the schedules are moderate, calling 
for a tax of from $20 to $50 for each store over 10 to 
20 operated by the same owner. At Hamtramck, 
Mich., however, the ordinance calls for u $1000 tax 
on each store over three. This, of cotitse, is plainly 
devised to drive the chains out of business rather 
than to raise revenue or bring economic equalization. 

The chain stores will tind it harder than ever to 
stay the tide, now thet revenue néeds have become 
so pronounced everywhere and the plight of the small 
merchant has been aggravated. The chain store is

en’s Concerto — Orchestra 
Features Scriabin’s 
‘Poeme d' Extase. 


By THOMAS 8. SHERMAN. 


CIPIONE GUIDI, the popular 

concertmaster of the St. Louis 
™ Symphony Orchestra, made his 
annual appearance as soloist yes- 
terday afternoon at the Odeon, 
playing the Beethoven concerto. He 
was accorded an enthusiastic re- 
ception by everybody present. Even 
the men in the orchestra seemed to 
enjoy it. : 

Though smaller in scala? than 
what one usually hears, Mr. Guidi's 
performance was wholly admirable 
for its precision, its excellent tone 
quality, its repose and its romantic 
refinement. Moreover, the dynamic 
reduction was consistent with his 
general conception of the music, 
which was such. as to throw the 
highlights on its lyrical elements. 
This does not mean that the con- 
nective and rather “violinistic” 
passages were neglected or hur- 
ried. On the contrary, the linear 
fluency of the performance was one 
of its best features. The emphasis 
was brought about, rather, by 
means of an inner compulsion which 
carried a greater expressiveness to 
the lyrical parts and in the others 
- those in which the solo violin was 
preoccupied with mere figuration— 
allowed the orchestra to take the 
ascendancy. 

The second movement, with its at- 
mosphere of gentle melancholy, was 
especially effective, and that was as 
it should be., For musically it is 
more searching and more far-reach- 
ing than the romantic first move- 
nent or the playful third. 


The orchestra, under Mr. Golsch- 
mann, was more closely integrated 
to the. soloist than is usually the 
case. If this means that the con- 
certo was rehearsed as much as the 
remainder of the program, let us 
hope that it also means the estab- 
lishing of a precedent. 


Mr. Guidi played two encores, the 
preamble to the Sixth Bach sonata 
and the gavotte from the same. 


The “Poeme d’Extase,” by Scria- 
bin, was the other important num- 
ber on the program, and the glow- 
‘ing, propulsive and thoroughly au- 
thoritative performance which it 
was given testified to Mr. Golsch- 
mann’s insight into the music and 
to the enlarged capacity of the or- 
chestra. 


Unfortunately, the music has cer- 
tain limitations which prevents it 
from achieving the effectiveness 
that its intensity and richness of 
material would seem to deserve. 
Edgar Allan Poe laid down a sound 
principle when he said, in effect, 
that an idea which was sufficiently 
moving in character to become the 
subject of a poem should be articu- 
lated in one breath. 


Well, Scriabin’s “Poeme” is not 
only a hymn to the life force, but 
is a sort of clinical demonstration 
of a creative spasm. But it loses 
its appositeness by being too long. 
Climax succeeds climax until they 
finally begin to cancel one another 
and the spiritual, psychic and even 
physical connotations of the music 
disappear into what has become

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Railway la- 
bor leaders today sent an answer 
to the questionnaire submitted yes- 
terday by tne committee of railway 
presidents asking the extent of 
their authority to negotiate on 
wages and working conditions. 

The brotherhood leaders asserted 
they had “full and complete power” 
to negotiate to a conclusion the pro- 
posal made by the railroads Oct. 14. 
This called for a conference to dis- 
cuss extension of the temporary 10 
per cent wage cut now in effect. 

Making other answers so far as 
they deemed the questions of the 
presidents proper, the labor dele- 
gates asked five questions of the 
executives to answer. 

The labor note said this was “no 
time for you to ask questions as to 
whether we possess authority to 
cancel the present agreement,” and 
accused the carriers virtually of re- 
pudiating the pact by talking of a 
15 or 20 per cent wage cut. 

What Roads Demanded. 

Representatives of the carriers 
yesterday rejected for the second 
time a proposal to extend the 10 
per cent wage cut for another year, 
but instead of reiterating their pro- 
posal of a six-month extension and 
subsequent mediation under the 
railway labor act, they demanded 
a definition of the labor spokes- 
men’s power. 

“It is impossible for us to nego- 
tiate with you further at this time 
unless we are definitely acquainted 
with the extent and nature of your 
authority,” said W. F. Thiehoff, 
chairman for the managements.

The Charm of Irregularity 
INCE many people think of 
furniture in terms of matching 
“suits,” against equally match- 
ing walls, let us today consider the 
charm of a house or a room that 
is not all of a pattern! As a mat- 
ter of fact, this subject is suggest- 
ed by a letter describing a “hope- 
lessly mixed interior; open-tim- 
bered ceiling, cobblestone chimney 
breast, some open studded side 
walls and some flat wooden board 
partitions.” Question was, “How 
can this room be made to go with 
Colonial furniture and how can the 
camp effect of dark stained board 
walls be made cheerful and the

Quite apart 
from the unfinished appearance of 
walls that are unsealed, with studs 
showing, we all know that walls 
without an air space make a room 
uncoolably hot when the thermom- 
eter goes high and unwarmably 
cold when it goes far down. So that 
an unsealed habitation is comfort- 
able only when the outdoor climate 
is pleasant. 

However, let us begin with the 
chimney, which*has “a beam across 
the top of the fire opening and the 
fireplace lined with brick.” The 
best. way to smooth the chimney 
breast will be to coat it with ce- 
ment. You know, of course, that 
cement can to a great extent be 
tinted so as to be made inconspic- 
uous against the walls, or it can 
be painted, or if it be smooth 
enough it can be papered. But for 
our illustration let us choose a not 
too smooth cement, which is tint- 
ed light grayish green, and leave 
it. Then let us seal in the walis 
that have exposed studs with fiber- 
board—the smooth surfaced kind. 
It comes in sheets as large as 12 
by eight feet and can therefore be 
used in a small room without hav- 
ing to nail strips over the join- 
ings, which is the great objection 
to the narrower strips... 

Let us say that we use this on 
the two outside walls, and that the 
other two walls are wood parti- 
tions. This gives three different 
wall surfaces, not counting the 
heavy joists and beams of the ceil- 
ing. Now let us paint the wood 
partitiong the gray green of the 
chimney breast. (It is easier to 
mix paint to match the cement 
than the other way around.) And 
for variety’s sake let us choose a 
gay scenic type of paper for the 
two fiber-board walls above the 
chair rail, and paint them below. 
We leave our natural wood beams, 
scraping if too dark, and waxing. 
(They should match the fireplace 
beam.) 

Paint the wood (actually the un- 
derside of the floor above) white. 
Paint the floor gray-green but 
darker than the walls, and perhaps 
spatter it with the colors that dom- 
inate the paper. Then we put hook 
rugs, or rag rugs, or rugs made of 
sewn together strips, or Brussels 
carpet, or any of the matting ef- 
fects of wool or fiber rugs. Almost 
any type of floor covering will do 
that is colonial or neutral. 

With figured walls, even on only 
one or two sides of a room, cur- 
tains and furniture covering is sup- 
posed to be plain. But this rule can 
be broken and give a delightfully 
informal homelike and inviting ef- 
fect by choosing two figured ma- 
terials, which are related in color 
but different in scale. There are 
no rules for this agreement of two 
elements; which are normally in- 
clined to be disturbing—except abil- 
ity to see for yourself whether they 
are in accord or the contrary. It 
is really a matter of eye, exactly 
like choosing a hat for a dress. The 
woman who is chic puts on her 
dress and then tries on a hat. If 
she looks in the glass and sees that 
the hat she had supposed would be 
perfect, is wrong, she tries on one 
after another until she finds one 
that looks right. 

A room should be assembled the 
same way. To put not only two, 
but four or five figured materials 


_together—one on walls, another for 


hangings, others in rugs on floor, 
others in upholstery—can be done, 
but it requires a nice perception of 
scale and rhythm and balance as 
well as a sense of color. 
However, let us in imagination 
finish our pale gray-green room, 
Let us say the paper in a spread- 
out design had also a greénish
